teen minute vote. Finally, the rule provides one motion 
to recommit, with or without instructions. Testimony 
was heard from Representatives Coble and Sensenbrenner.

The rule provides that the amendments 
made in order under part 2 of the report shall be consid- 
ered only in the order specified, shall be considered as 
read, shall be debatable for the time specified in the re- 
port equally divided and controlled by the proponent and 
an opponent, shall not be subject to amendment, and 
shall not be subject to a demand for a division of the 
question in the House or in the Committee of the 
Whole. The rule allows the Chairman of the Committee 
of the Whole to postpone votes during consideration of 
the bill, and to reduce voting time to five minutes on a 
postponed question if the vote follows a fifteen minute 
vote. Finally, the rule provides one motion to recommit, 
with or without instructions.

The rule permits the chairman of 
the Committee of the Whole to postpone votes on any 
amendment and reduce voting time to five minutes on 
any series of questions, provided that the first vote shall 
not be less chan 15 minutes. Finally, the rule provides 
one motion to recommit, with or without instructions.

The rule provides 
that except as specified in section 5 of the resolution, 
amendments will be considered only in the order speci- 
fied in the report, may be offered only by a Member des- 
ignated in the report, shall be considered as read and 
shall not be subject to a demand for a division of the 
question. Except as otherwise provided in the report, 
amendments shall be debatable for 10 minutes equally di- 
vided between a proponent and an opponent. Amend- 
ments are not amendable (except that the Chairman and 
ranking minority member of the National Security Com- 
mittee each may offer one pro forma amendment for the 
purpose of further debate on any pending amendment). 
The rule waives all points of order against amendments 
printed in the report and those amendments en bloc de- 
scribed in section 3 of the resolution. The rule provides 
for an additional 2 hours of general debate on U.S. policy 
toward China, equally divided between the chairman and 
ranking minority member of the Committee on National 
Security, which shall precede consideration of the amend- 
ments in part A of the Rules Committee report. The rule 
provides for an additional 30 minutes of general debate 
on the subject of assigning members of the armed forces 
to assist in border control, divided equally between the 
chairman and ranking minority member of the Com- 
mittee on National Security, which precede the amend- 
ments printed in part C of the report. The rule authorizes 
the Chairman of the National Security Committee or his 
designee to offer amendments en bloc consisting of the 
amendments in part D of the report or germane modifica- 
tions thereto, which shall be considered as read (except 
that modifications shall be reported), shall be debatable 
for 20 minutes divided between the chairman and rank- 
ing minority member of the Committee on National Se- 
curity or their designees and which shall not be subject 
to amendment or a demand for a division of the question. 
The rule provides that, for the purposes of inclusion in 
such amendments en bloc, an amendment printed in the 
form of a motion to strike may be modified to the form 
of a germane perfecting amendment to the text originally 
proposed to be stricken. The original proponent of an 
amendment included in such amendments en bloc may 
insert a statement in the Congressional Record imme- 
diately before the dispositions of the en bloc amend- 
ments. The rule permits the Chairman of the Committee 
of the Whole to postpone votes on any amendment and 
to reduce to 5 minutes the time for voting after the first 
of a series of votes provided that the first vote is not less 
than 15 minutes. The rule also permits the chairman of 
the Committee of the Whole to recognize for consider- 
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ation of any amendment printed in the report out of 
order in which printed, but not sooner than one hour 
after the Chairman of the National Security Committee 
or a designee announces from the floor a request to that 
effect. Finally, the rule provides one motion to recommit 
with or without instructions.

The rule allows for che Chairman of the Committee of 
the Whole to postpone votes during consideration of the 
bill, and to reduce voting time to five minutes on a post- 
poned question if the vote follows a fifteen minute vote. 
The rule provides one motion to recommit with or with- 
out instructions. The rule also provides for consideration 
of H.R. 2183, Bipartisan Campaign Integrity Act of 
1997, under a modified open amending process any time 
after adoption of the rule. The rule provides two hours 
of general debate, equally divided between the chairman 
and ranking minority member of the Committee on 
House Oversight. The rule provides for consideration of 
the amendments in the nature of a substitute specified in 
the Rules Committee report accompanying this resolu- 
tion. The rule provides that each amendment in the na- 
ture of a substitute may be offered only in the order spec- 
ified, may be offered only by the Member who caused it 
to be printed in the Congressional Record or his des- 
ignee, shall be considered as read, and shall not be sub- 
ject to a substitute amendment or to a perfecting amend- 
ment carrying a tax or tariff measure. The rule waives all 
points of order against the amendments in the nature of 
a substitute. The rule provides one hour of general debate 
at the beginning of consideration of each of the amend- 
ments in the nature of a substitute, which shall be equal- 
ly divided and controlled by the Member who caused it 
to be printed in the Congressional Record or his designee 
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and an opponent. The rule authorizes the Chair to accord 
priority in recognition to Members who have pre-printed 
their amendments to the amendments in the nature of a 
substitute in the Congressional Record. The rule provides 
that if more than one amendment in the nature of a sub- 
stitute is adopted, then only the one receiving the greater 
number of affirmative votes shall be considered as finally 
adopted and reported to the House. The rule allows for 
the Chairman of the Committee of the Whole to post- 
pone votes during consideration of the bill, and to reduce 
voting time to five minutes on a postponed question if 
the vote follows a fifteen minute vote. Finally, the rule 
provides for one motion to recommit with or without in- 
structions. Testimony was heard from Chairman Thomas 
and Representatives DeLay, Shays, Fawell, Goodlatte, 
Horn, Smith of Michigan, Bass, Campbell, Fossella, 
Hutchinson, Snowbarger, Gejdenson, Obey, Stenholm, 
Kaptur, Traficant, Slaughter, Maloney of New York, 
Meehan, Farr, Allen and Capps.

able for the time specified in the report equally divided 
and controlled by the proponent and an opponent, and 
shall not be subject to amendment. The rule waives all 
points of order against the amendments printed in the re- 
port. The rule allows for the Chairman of the Committee 
of the Whole to postpone votes during consideration of 
the bill, and to reduce voting time to five minutes on a 
postponed question if the vote follows a fifteen minute 
vote. Finally, the rule provides one motion to recommit 
with or without instructions.

The rule waives points of order against provisions in 
the bill which do not comply with clause 2 of rule XXI 
(prohibiting unauthorized or legislative provisions in an 
appropriations bill) and clause 6 of rule XXI (prohibiting 
reappropriations in a general appropriations bill). The 
rule authorizes the Chair to accord priority in recognition 
to Members who have pre-printed their amendments in 
the Congressional Record. The rule allows for the Chair- 
man of the Committee of the Whole to postpone votes 
during consideration of the bill, and to reduce voting 
time to five minutes on a postponed question if the vote 
follows a fifteen minute vote. The rule provides that con- 
sideration of section 8106 for amendment under the five 
minute rule shall not exceed one hour.

bills). The rule provides that the amendments printed in 
part 1 of the report of the Committee on Rules accom- 
panying the resolution shall be considered as adopted in 
the House and in the Committee of the Whole. The rule 
waives points of order against provisions in the bill, as 
amended, which do not comply with clause 2 of rule 
XXI (prohibiting unauthorized or legislative appropria- 
tions in a general appropriations bill) and clause 6 of rule 
XXI (prohibiting reappropriations in a general appropria- 
tions bill), except as specified in the rule. The rule waives 
all points of order against the amendments printed in 
part 2 of the Rules Committee report and provides that 
such amendments may be offered only by a Member des- 
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ignated in the report, shall be considered as read, shall 
be debatable for the time specified in the report equally 
divided and controlled by the proponent and an oppo- 
nent, shall not be subject to amendment, and shall not 
be subject to a demand for a division of the question in 
the House or in the Committee of the Whole. The rule 
authorizes the Chair to accord priority in recognition to 
Members who have pre-printed their amendments in the 
Congressional Record.

The rule waives points 
of order against consideration of the bill for failure to 
comply with clause 2(1)(6) of rule XI (requiring a three- 
day layover of the committee report), clause 7 of rule 
XXI (requiring relevant printed hearings and reports to 
be available for three-days prior to the consideration of a 
general appropriations bill) and section 401(a) of the 
Budget Act (prohibiting consideration of legislation, as 
reported, providing new contract, borrowing or credit au- 
thority that is not limited to amounts provided in appro- 
priation acts). 

The rule waives points of order against provisions in 
the bill for failure to comply with clause 2 (prohibiting 
unauthorized appropriations and legislative provisions in 
an appropriations bill) and clause 6 (prohibiting reappro- 
priations in a general appropriations bill) of rule XXI. 

The rule provides for consideration of the amendments 
printed in the Rules Committee report, which may only 
be offered by a Member designated in the report and only 
at the appropriate point in the reading in che bill, shall 
be considered as read, shall be debatable for the time 
specified and shall not be subject to further amendment 
or to a demand for a division of the question. The rule 
waives all points of order against the amendments printed 
in the Rules Committee report. 

The rule permits the Chairman of the Whole to accord 
priority in recognition to those Members who have pre- 
printed their amendments in the Congressional Record 
prior to their consideration. The rule allows the Chairman 
to postpone recorded votes and to reduce to five minutes 
the voting time on any postponed question provided that 
the voting time on the first in any series of questions is 
not less than 15 minutes. Finally, the rule provides one 
motion to recommit, with or without instructions. Testi- 
mony was heard from Representatives Rogers, Callahan, 
Miller of Florida, Saxton, Hutchinson, Mollohan and 
Meek of Florida.

The rule allows for the Chair- 
man of the Committee of the Whole to postpone votes 
during consideration of the bill, and to reduce votes to 
five minutes on a postponed question if the vote follows 
a fifteen minutes vote. Finally, the rule provides one mo- 
tion to recommit, with or without instruction. Testimony 
was heard from Representatives Wolf and Sabo.
